BEQUEST TO LIFEBOAT 
INSTITUTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In a case in the High Court, Dublin, yester- 
day, in which the National Bank, as executors 
of the will of Frances Mary Andrews, late of 
““ Clarendon,’’ Terenure, Dublin, are plaintiffs, 
and the National Lifeboat Institution and the 
Attorney-General are defendants, 

Mr. George L. O'Connor (instructed by 
Messrs. Cartan, O’Meara and Kieran), for 
the plaintiffs, mentioned that it was a 
summons to determine to whom should be 
paid a sum of £500 bequeathed by the 
testatrix to the Lifeboat Institution “' for the 
purpose of establishing and maintaining a 
lifeboat at Howth, to be named the Jeannie 
de Verdon Corcoran.” The testatrix left a 
very large estate, amounting to over £90,000. 
The will was made in 1908, and since then a 
lifeboat had been provided for Howth, so the 
question was whether this sum of £500 could 
be applied to the maintenance of this lifeboat, 
which was named the Lady Kylsant. 

Mr. M. J. Connolly (instructed by Mr. John 
8. O'Connor), for the Attorney-General, said 
that there was a residuary clause in the will, 
under which, if from any cause any legacy 
became inaperate, such legacy should be paid 
to His Grace the Catholic Archbishop of 
Dublin for the benefit of such charitable in- 
stitutions in Dublin, or such charitable 
purposes in Dublin as he in his discretion 
should think fit. There was no affidavit 
before the Court on behalf of the Lifeboat 
Institution accepting the legacy or dealing 
with the manner in which they proposed to 
apply it. Having regard to the residuary 
itt in the will he thought the Archbishop 
should get notice of the application. 

Mr. O'Connor said that the Archbishop 
would consent to the application of the money 
to the maintenance of the existing boat at 
Howth. 

Mr. Connolly—It is desirable that that 
should be an affidavit before. the Court. 

Mr. Pringle (instructed by Messrs. Hayes 
and Son), for the Lifeboat Institution, under- 
took to file an affidavit on behalf of the Life- 
boat Institution, and Mr. O’Connor said that 
he would produce the Archbishop’s consent 
if necessary. 

Mr. Justice Meredith 
summons to next term.

An application was made by Mr. Monks 
(instructed by Messrs. James O’Brien and 
Co.) on behalf of the trustees of the David 
Clarke Memorial Hall Charity, Borrisokane, 
Co. Tipperary, for an order authorising the 
Accountant-General to pay £500 to them for 
the furniture of the hall 
The charity was founded by Miss Harriette 
Clarke, of Park House, Macclesfield, who 
died in 1904, leaving £5,000 for the building

Mr. Justice Johnston—There are some 
people you cannot move except with a stick 
of dynamite. They are like some people in 
the trams. When the tram stops and is about 
to go on there is a rush of half-a-dozen 
people who have been asleep to get out after 
it has been waiting five minutes at the 
corner. However, that is merely incidental. 

It was stated that in the present case 
there was a sum of about £2,000 to be 
distributed amongst about thirty nephews 
and nieces. ‘The testator was a monumental 
sculptor.

“ This is no ordinary Christmas appeal 
for your interest for a few. weeks and an 
occasional subscription thereafter. You 
are asked to take a hand in a promising 
national building. 

“I hope that the time 
be long delayed when the 
dustry will begin to move more quickly. 
But however quickly trade may improve 
there will still remain in some districts for a 
Jong time a residue of men and women 
who cannot hope to resume work for 
wages. Cannot we do some national build- 
ing for these? 

““ We cannot afford to have class divi- 
sions and conflicts ruling our social and 
industrial life. We cannot afford great 
masses of unemployed people; we cannot 
afford to throw out into the community 
further your thousands. of untrained 
youths, without skill in their hands and 
habits of co-operative work in their 
characters. 

“Separate all these things, I beg of 
you, from the idea of giving something in 
charity to somebody in distress.

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SOCIAL SERVICE. 


PROVIDING ACTIVITIES FOR 
UNEMPLOYED. 


Reports received by the British National 
Council] of Social Service 
awakening of interest throughout the country 
in the development. of useful activities for the 
unemployed, : 

The visits of the Prince of Wales to in- 
dustrial centres and his speeches on social] 
service have given a great stimulus to the 
movement. Voluntary organisations are en- 
gaged in the development of occupation 
centres, the establishment of physical training 
courses, the cultivation of allotments, the in 
crease of public amenities, and the growth of 
educational activities, 

The unemployed themselves are showing a 
keen interest in the movement. -It is pointed 
out that the work done in the centres is 
amateur in character, and is undertaken by 
unemployed men for themselves or for others. 
It’ is not intended that the articles made 
should be sold in competition with those pro- 
duced by men who are in work, but there are 
many things that can be made ‘for the men’s 
own homes. , : 

The occupations most dommonly practised 
are stated to be boot repairing and carpentry, 
but others which have proved successful in- 
clude the making of baskets, mats, rugs, toys 
and cardboard medels, -metalwork, simple 
tailoring, fretwork, and lino-cutting. The un- 
employed are cultivating hobbies instead of 
spending hours in idleness, and physical train- 
ing isa popular form of recreation. 

Substantial progress has been made with 
the St. Pancras scheme to help its 8,000 un- 
emploved. Its main aim is to provide at least 
£100,000 of extra work during the first three 


4 months of 1933. 


Sir Alfred Davies, an ex-mayor, has under- 
taken to provide £2,000 worth of new work, 
and other promises have been received of 
over £10,000 of “- extra ” work, The sponsors 
of the scheme, which -was first started in 


‘Pristol, are confident that once the process of 


absorption of the workless begins, the move- 
ment will have far-reaching results.

PUBLIC INQUIRY 
RESUMED. 


LOCALGOVERNMENT 
AUDITOR EXAMINED

Mi R. J. MACLYSAGHT, Inépector of the 


local Government Department, re- 

sumed the sworn inguiry, at the Town 
Hali, Blackrock, yesterday, into the manage- 
ment of the Dean's Grange Joint Bur.al 
Board, with special reference to the care and 
maintenance of graves, 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. P. J. 
Murnane esas by Mr. P. C. L. Hal- 
enny, solicitor) species for the Burial 

ard, Mr. J. FitzGerald, K.C. (in- 
structed by Mr. D. McDowell, of Messrs. 
John M. McDowell and Co., solicitors), 
appeared for Mr. J. J. Dunne, the Registrar 
of the Burial Board. 

The Inspector stated that the inquiry had 
been opened on a previous occasion, and 
ddjourned. Tley were all conversant with 
the purpose of the inquiry, 

Mr. ©’Connor, K.C., said that the Board 
would give every possible opportunity to Mr. 
Dunne to satisfy the Inspector with regard 
to certain irregularities which were set out 
in the auditor's report, and of which Mr. 
Dunne was to give a satisfactory explanation, 
and for that reason he asked that the widest 
possible interpretation should be given to 
the terms of reference. Mr. Dunne was 
appointed Secretary and Registrar in October, 
1914, at a salary of £120 per year, in addition 
to house. fire and light. This salary was 
increased at differen times until, on the 10th 
September, 1920, it was increased to £398. 
which was his present salary. The Board 
had to complain at various times. during the 
last few vears of the attitude of Mr, Dunne 
towards them. They also received complaints 
that payments made to Mr. Dunne for the 
care and maintenance of graves did not 
appear to the credit of the Board. On the 
19th July last the audit was held by Mr. 
O’Herlihv, Local Government Auditor. _ 

Counsel dealt at length with the Auditor's 
report, which set out in detail various sums 
paid for graves, interments and dressing of 
graves, and mentioned that receipts for 
moneys paid him were issued by the Regis- 
trar. “but sums of 10s. and £1 in different 
instances were not accounted for. The Regis- 
trar had been called on by the Board to make 
a statement on the report, and Mr. Dunne 
had done so, stating that he had given the 
Auditor the fullest and frankest ass.stance. 
He had facilitated the owners of graves in 
providing rose trees and seeds for graves, 
and there were private transactions from 
which he did not derive a single penny profit. 

Counsel said that evidence would be given 
of fifteen or sixteen charges. 


COMPLAINT OF UNFAIRNESS. 

Mr. FitzGerald said it was unfair that Mr. 
Dunne should have charges shot at him which 
he had no opportunity of examining. He 
knew nothing except what was set out in 
the Auditor’s report. He could not remember 
the details of every grave of the 24,000 in 
Dean's Grange Cemetery. 

Mr. Conner, K.C., sail that certain work 
was dove at the graves called dressing graves. 
This was done as the private enterprise of 
Mr. Dunne by the Board’s workmen and 
with the Board’s materials, and would appear 
to be a very profitable enterprise. On 14th 
October, 1932, Mr. Dunne was suspended by 
order of the Board. 

Mr. John Healy, Auditor to the Local 
Government Department, was examined by 
Mr. Murnane, and stated that in a number 
of cases amounts varying from 10s, to £1 paid 
for tidying and dressing graves had not been 
brought to the credit of the Board. When 
questioned, Mr. Dunne said that these sums 
had not been received for the credit of the 
Board, and that they were transact.ons of a 
private and personal character between him 
and the persons who made the payments. 
The payments were not made on the account 
of the Board. 

When asked by the witness to produce 
certain counterfoils, Mr. Dunne said that he 
had burned all these documents. He claimed 
that portion of i i a a payable to the 
ard were for himselt, ! 
bá Mrs to Mr. FitzGerald, K.C., the wit- 
ness said that the long interval of three and a 
halt years since the previous audit was due to 
Jack of staff, which delayed audits all ovet 
the country. The audit of Dean's Grange 
Board occupied 20 days, and during that time 
rio one came to make any objection to the 
accounts. Two members of the Board— 
Messrs, Smyth and Cullen—came to see him 
at the Custom House about a cheque drawn 
by Dr. E. Hartnett Murphy, of Dun 
Laoghaire, He did not remember Mr. Dunne 
saying that certain moneys were expended 
on graves without any personal profit to him- 
elf. 
In reply to the Inspector, the witness said 
that he had furnished Mr. Dunne with a 
schedule of amounts in respect of intermevts 
which he ascertained during the audit he had 
not passed through the accounts, These in- 
cluded £13 11s., the amount of Dr. Hartnett 
Murphy’s cheque, of which only £12 11s. had 
been brought into the account of the Board. 


EVIDENCE OF PAYMENTS. 


Dr. E. Hartnett Murphy, Din Laoghaire, 
gave evidence of paying a cheque to Mr. 
Dunne for £13 11s. in connection with pur- 
chase of a grave and interment on 25rd 
December, 1929. It was made payable to the 
Dean’s Grange Burial Board. He received 
two official receipts—one for £10, one for 
£2 10s. and one personal receipt for £1. 
There was no statement made at the time 
that payment of £1 for sodding and 
dressing the grave was a personal payment 
to Mr. Dunne. . 

Mrs, Loftus Bland gave evidence of signing 
a cheque for £13 11s. payable to Mr. J. J. 
Dunne in respect of a grave and interment. 
She later received three rece'pts. 

Evidence of similar transactions was given 


Mrs. Allen, Castle Park road, Dalkey; Capt. 
J. R. Greer, C. J. Mooney and Joseph 
Clarke, 

Mr. E. C. Smyth, Chairman of Dun 
Laoghaire Borough Corporation, also a mem- 


ber of Dean’s Grange Burial Board, said that 
he proposed the resolution under which Mr. 
Dunne was suspended. The Board. never 
gave any authority to Mr. Dunne to enter 
into private transactions, or permission to 
supply employés of the Board on any 
business of Mr. Dunne. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, the wit- 
ness said he considered that he was justified 
in going te see the Auditor at the Local 
Government Department’s offices with certain 
complaints that had been made to him. It 
was entirely wrong to suggest that he had 
a ‘collision’? with Mr. Dunne when he 
sought to obtain a first-class grave for the 
price of a third-class one. He had no grudge 
against Mr, Dunne, and was not a member of 
the Board when another member was fined 
£2 10s. for taking timber from the grave- 
yard, 

The inquiry was adjourned until to-day, at 
11 o'clock,

Mr. Hugh McGee said that the position in 
Carlingford district in regard to unemploy- 
ment was deplorable, and he thought that a 
special effort should be made to get a grant 
for the Cooley district. Owing to the un- 
economic prices which the farmers were 
getting they were unable to provide employ- 
ment.

NEW ZEALAND’S OFFER 
TO PAY.

‘The telegram went on to say 
that if the concession to New Zealand was 
granted on the assumption of a continued 
moratorium by the United States of 
America, then His Majesty’s Government 
in New Zealand would feel in honour 
bound to reassume liability. (Cheers.) 1 
need hardly say, added Mr. Thomas, that 
His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom are most appreciative of the atti 
tude of His Majesty’s Government in New 
Zealand. The matter is receiving their 
immediate consideration.

R.A.F. AEROPLANE 
HITS A HEDGE. 


LUCKY ESCAPE OF TWO 
OFFICERS. 

Two officers escaped with slight injuries 
when a twin-engined aeroplane was nearly 
wrecked after hitting a hedge when land- 
ing at Andover Aerodrome ‘yesterday. 

Squadron-Leader Betts, Wessex Bomb- 
ing Area, and Flight-Lieutenant Rogers, 
of 101 (Bomber) Squadron, were flying 
one of the largest type of day bomber 
belonging to No. 101 Squadron, and were 
returning from exercise to land in the 
aerodrome when the front part of the 
bomber caught the hedge of the near side 
of the main Andover-Weyhill road. 

The ’plane went over the road, hit the 
hedge on the other side and crashed just 
inside the fence. One of the occupants 
received a cut over the right eye, and the 
other, when civilian rescuers went to his 
assistance, complained that his legs were 
numbed, and then became unconscious. 

The front part of the cockpit was 
crumpled up, the left wing smashed and 
the landing wheels were torn from the 
machine. A blade of the propeller was 
found i1 a field opposite the aerodrome 
and for twenty yards the roadway was 
strewn with débris from the machine. 

Mr. KE. Keep, the owner of a garage 
about fifty yards away from the scene of 
the accident, said to a reporter:—‘‘ I was 
standing in my garden and saw the ’plane 
coming down to land in the aerodrome. 
The front part of the machine hit the 
hedge on ‘the north side of the road, 
crashed into the hedge on the other side 
and turned round. 

“I was the first to reach the wrecked 
bomber and I got the officer who was in 
the front cockpit out. I thought he was 
badly hurt, as he became unconscious, 
and I laid him on the grass. The other 
occupant was entangled in the wreckage 
and was liberated by Mr. Bower, who 
lives next door, and my son. The officer 
had a bad cut over the right eye and blood 
was streaming down his face. Assistance 
was quickly forthcoming from the aero- 
drome. and che injured were taken to the 
sick base in the R.A.F. ambulance.”

HEROIC ATTEMPT AT 
RESCUE.

NAGPUR, Monday. 


In an heroic attempt to save his beater, 
who had been seized by a tiger, Mr. John 
Gilbert Bourne, Deputy Commissioner for 
Betul, was severely mauled, and has died 
as the result of his injuries. 

He was out shooting on Wednesday 
when a tigor suddenly sprang from the 
undergrowth, and seized one of his 
beaters, 

He was apparently unable to fire for 
fear of hitting the man, and in closing 
with the tiger he was seriously mauled. 

Mr. Bourne was 49 years of age. 
Educated at Charterhouse and Pembroke 
College, Cambridge, he was appointed to 
the Indian Civil Service in 1907 and be- 
came Assistant Commissioner and District 
Judge the following year. In 1920 he was 
appointed Deputy Commissioner, and in 
1929 became chairman of the Provincial 
Banking Inquiry Committee. The follow- 
ing year he was chairman of the Assam

He had been a bit afraid of the 
cork; but after an ever só careful extrac- 
tion—no dentist ever was so delicate—his 
fears were proved to be groundless, and 
the highly-skilled ritual of decanting was 
performed without a hitch. Then the 
wine, which had preserved its” colour 
marvellously—it was in bottle. two years

A Rare &xperience. 


I wonder how many of my readers have 
tasted Margaux 1884. To appreciate it 
fully the’ palate must be virginal. - No 
stain of crude alcohol or pungent nicotine 
must mar its freshness; for here is a wine’ 
of which a poet might sing. It was 
enjoyed slowly, and almost in silence. On 
such occasions even the most intimate 
friends take refuge from words in the ex- 
quisite muteness of a common delight. I 
cannot attempt to describe that claret. Its 
bouquet was eloquent of the sunshine and 
laughter of the careless South ; its’ perfect 
flavour, mellowed by the long years, was 
of the very essence of earth’s most precious 
fruits. After that wine I felt that I never 
could taste a glass of claret again. Just 
as having listened to the Ninth Symphony, 
or the “ Liebestod,”’ in “ Tristan,” ona. 
realises that the senses have been attunéa’ 
to their highest pitch, and that nothing 
else can really matter, one feels with the 
final drops of such a wine that the 
ee hoard has yielded up its ultimate 
gift. 


Dublin Doctor’s Deed. 


I have not seen it anywhere mentioned 
that Dr. J. W. O'Farrell, hero of the 
Union Castle liner Warwick Castle’s re- 
cent dramatic dash to save life at sea, is 
a. native of Dublin. When the great liner 
was five days out from the Cape, on her 
voyage home, she put about, in response 
to an S8.O.8: call, and steamed at full 
speed the intervening distance of over a 
hundred miles to the suppliant vessel the 
Clan Graham, a cargo steamer of 7,000 
tons, meeting her at nightfall. It was 
found that a Lascar fireman had run 
amok, stabbing several of his shipmates 
before he was restrained; and medica] aid 
was urgently needed. Searchlights were 
brought into play, and one of the liner’s 
lifeboats bore Dr. O'Farrell over to the 
cargo steamer, where he dressed the 
wounds of several native firemen, One 
seriously injured man was transferred to 
the Warwick Castle’s hospital. where an 
operation was performed, which failed to 
save his life. Dr. O'Farrell. who was born 
in Dublin, has had a varied career. Fdn- 
cated at Belvedere College, he passed 
thence to Dublin University, where 
he graduated with distinction in medicine.

Pastoral atjusements, garden parties and 


social fanctions of every kind stand cut 
prominently. in jts history. ‘Tragedy, too, 
played a part in its vicinity; for the 
murder of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke was perpetrated by the 
Invincibles’ at a spot in the -Park just 
opposite the windows of the house.

Many occupants of the Viceregal Lodge 
sought to popularise their entertainments.

Lady Aberdeen’ made a gallant attempt 
to foster home industry by stipulating 
that all those who accepted invitations to 
her parties should wear Irish manufacture.

On one occasion she dressed up as 
Hibernia in a green mantle, wore a gilt 
crown upon her head, and dressed her 
small son in a green suit, with which he 
carried a shillelagh.

Among the many: interesting functions 
held at the Viceregal Lodge was the 
famous Zingari Ball, During Lord Car- 
lisle’s second period of. office from 1860-

regal circle, and her parties at the Chief 
Secretary's Lodge often eclipsed. those of 
the Viceroy.

Made New. 


ROMANCE - 
GIVES WAY 
TO MODERNITY. 


row Our Spreciun Representative. 
GALWAY, Monday, 
Ca is the old Claddagh—the delight of 


the romanticist. Gone are the white- 

washed walled -abins with their cofiee- 
coloured thatch. Instead the visitor sees 
modern suburbia. 

Much water has flowed down the Corrib 
River unde: the old West Bridge since I last 
erossed it to walk into what we used to call 
‘the real Ireland ” of red flannel petticoats, 
dark-eyed maidens and tall men. This morn- 
ing as I the bridge again I walked 
on a concrete footpath instead of the mud cf 
the roadway, and the sight of the new Clad- 
oa was somewhat startling. 

oncrete-faced houses with grey slate roofs, 
some built bungalow fashion, and others, 
along the sea front, with an upper storey. 
tend at first sight to depress rather than 
impress the visitor. But one quickly realises 
that the new order of things is an undoubted 
improvement. These buildings are in every 
way more desirable than the cabins, many 
httle better than “‘tumble-down ' shacks cf 
a few years ago. They. are cleaner, lighter 
and more airy, and afford every modern con- 
venience—that reads rather like a house 
agent's advertisement, I am afraid, but it is 
a statement of fact. Electric light from 
the Shannon Power Scheme is laid on to 
most of the new houses, and most of the 
inhabitants are certainly appreciative of their 
new surroundings, 


FEMININE FASHIONS, 


I have cothmented on the ‘‘ real Ireland” 
of the red flannel petticoat, but the new 
houses have contributed to the modernity of 
dress of the new generation. Walking along 
the roadway I saw some of the “ bright young 
things ” of the Claddagh. Smart shoes, silk 
stockings and the latest fashions in hats and 
coats—except for the ceaseless roar of the 
sea and the strong south-westerly, I might 
have, been in a Dublin suburb. Even the 
older women have changed their garb, and 
there were few of the ‘ shawls o' Galway 
yrey ' to be seen. Most of the men, too, 
have abandoned their jerseys and “ slacks ”’ 
for collars, ties and lounge suits, except when 
following the calling of the men of this 
district—fishing. 

It was while talking to some of these men 
that I learned how the Irish language is 
dying out in the Claddagh. “It's the 
youngsters who are the trouble,’’ one of the 
men said, “They work over in the city, 
see films of English and American ‘life,’ 
and generally become Anglicised in their 
talk. Of course, the children learn Trish in 
school, hut when they come home they seem 
to prefer the example of ‘their bigger 
brothers and sisters rather than that of the 
older folk.’’ 

On the boats, however, Irish seems to be 
the most used language, except when I tem- 
porarily joined one crew to find out how thev 
worked, and then I am afraid that the 
skipper’s language was of another order; for 
[ am neither a good sailor nor a useful sea- 
man. But the greater part of the conversa- 
tions between the men took place in Irish. 

Away from the sea front the work of re- 
making the Claddagh is still in progress, 
and more modern houses arc til! 
being built—but the roads! They are 
not the place for the silk-stockinged 
maidens to walk. These roads will, I was 
told, eventually be made up after the com- 
pletion of the house-building operations. 
Families have already taken occupation of 
some of these houses in the Claddagh by- 
ways, and éfforts to make the neat little front 
gardens—the half-mark of suburbia—have 
been started by the occupants. 


TRUTH AND LEGEND. 


Here and there, however. there are a few 
6f the old thatched cabins remaining, and the 
romance that lies in the heart of every Irish- 
man turned my steps towards one of them. 
As I reached the red half-door a tall, narrow- 
limbed man stepped from out of the dimness of 
that living room, and hardly had I mentioned 
my errand when he invited me in to his fire- 
side. The pungent smell of burning peat 
filed the room, and as my eyes grew accus- 
tomed to the dim light I could see the details 
of the interior. There was only one other 
room, the bedroom, besides the one in which 
we sat. It must have been even darker in 
there; for I noticed when approaching the 
house, the very small window which provided 
light and a little ventilation. 

His wife, dressed in black with a clean 
white apron around her waist, sat on one side 
of the open hearth, and between them they 
told me the story of the Claddagh. It has 
been told many times before, but for me it 
always had an interest, and for a long time 
I listened to truth and legend.. How Colum- 
bus visited Galway before his voyage of dis- 
covery, and how de Calvey, a Galwayman, a 
man from the Claddagh my host said, sailed 
with Columbus. The many Claddagh ‘ kings,’ 
now no more, and so we came to the pre- 
sent day. Politics he grunted at, but when I 
asked him if he was to move into a new 
house he displayed an entirely different atti- 
tude. ‘‘ Not until I am evicted from this 
one!” he declared. ‘‘ IT was born and bred 
here, and when my time comes I want to die 
here. It has been my people’s home for gene- 
rations, and I do not like these new places.” 

He had a whole string of invective against 
new houses and modern developments, and it 
was a long time before I could get away from 
his fireside and out into the fresh air, with 
my eyes smarting almost to tearfulness from 
the peat smoke. I talked to more of the 
Claddagh folk, but I found few to agree with 
my friends, and most of them declared that 
the new Claddagh was ‘‘a change for the 
better,” and, despite the remnants of my 
romanticism, I agree with them.

I am not a hterary man 
or a ‘literary taster or critic, but | claim to 
be an Irishman by birth, blood and sympathy. 
1 can grasp the hand of every honourable 
Irishman, whether he descends from Firbolg. 
Milesian, Danish, Norman or British 
ancestors. I hold that the name of Irishman 
is greater and more honourable than that of 
any sub-division of our countrymen. 

Are we never to have those qualities which 
make a nation great, whether large or small, 
rich or poor, powerful or weak’ I mean 
loyalty to our country, loyalty to one another, 
and enhghtened and broad patriotism. In 
this particular controversy Í find myself 
equally opposed to those who contend that all 
excellence is segregated in what are called 
the '' Anglo-Irish,” and to those who make 
the same claim for the Gaelic element. Why 
cannot, we praise, and be proud of, whatever 
is fine and good in the various classes and 
tvpes of our countrymen, instead of looking 
for points of difference, and trying to make 
verbal scores, thus developing hatred in our- 
selves as well as in those with whom we find 
ourselves in what should be merely temporary 
disagreement? I think it was Lacordaire 
who said, “ You Irish. always prefer your 
petty quarrels to your country.” Was not 
Napoleon I, disgusted at the bickerings of 
the Irishmen who came to Paris to enlist his 
sympathy with their cause? ; | 

"Have we not read in Pacata Htiberma how 
the great confederacy of the Three Hughs, 
which shook the English power to its founda- 


Irish chiefs? Do we not remember the break 
up of the Confederation of Kilkenny because 
our people were all hyphenated Irishmen, 
Old-Irish, Anglo-Irish or King’s-Irish? Have 
we forgotten how in the dark penal century 
our Wild Geese, the natural leaders of the 
eople, fled, because they were gentlemen 
first and Irishmen afterwards, leaving the 
country an easy prey to those who were de- 
termined that the Irish nation should be 
utterly enslaved ? 

Need one multiply instances? 
been plenty in the nineteenth and t . 
centuries of the same want of loyalty of Irish- 
men to their fellow-countrymen, and, there- 
fore. to their native land. That disability has 
been the bane of our country. I have seen 
the most violent hostility worked up 
between Catholics and Protestants, land- 
lords and tenants, Parnellites and anti 
Parnellites, without mentioning those most 
hitter divisions of the recent past, and, 
indeed, of the present time. In our petty 
hatreds we forget what should be our great 
loyalties; and, unfortunately, our clref 
hatreds are reserved for our fellow-country- 
men, Controversies, such as the present, 
give point to what I have said. Is it not 
time that we should begin to amend this 
narrow partisan spirit, if we are ever to 
make a success of our country, now, as 
regards a part of it at any rate, completel) 
in our ‘hands to make or mar?! 

I have taken the liberty of addressing these 
remarks through you to my fellow-country- 
men, because I think this controversy shows 
the unfortunate tendency of Irishmen to score 
over their opponents, rather than to treat 
the controversy on a broad basis on the 
merits, and to try to arrive at a wise and 
just solution in accordance with facts, not 
prejudices, With all respect to the pro- 
tagonists. with whose literary qualifications 
I do not attempt to compete, I think both 
sides have shown the unfortunate tendency 
to which I have referred. On the one side.

the vast majority of Trish people that Í con 
sider in the highest degree offensive. 


have been referred to in opprobrious terms. 
Both. sides have put forward their cases in 
terms with which many of us will largely 
agree; but both have spoiled good arguments 
by showing those prejudices in non-essentials 
which seem to me to be the bane of Irish 
hfe, whether the matter under discussion be 
religion, politics, literature, a librarian in 
Co. Mayo, or a doctor in Loughrea, 

I think it 
“ Anglo-Irish ” should be dropped. It is 
used as a word of semi-opprobrium by one 
Side, and as one of semi-pride by txe other. 
lt seems to me that those who are so 
described should be recognised as Irishmen 
without the hyphen, and that they should 
cease to desire or have pride in that hyphen 
themselves, Let them he considered, and let 
them consider themselves Hibernis iysia 
Hiberniores. On the other hand, let Gaelic 
Irishmen recognise that they are Irishmen 
first and Gaels afterwards. Thus shall we 
heal the unfortunate divisions in our country 
and bring about a spirit which, if allowed to 
permeate all our relations and controversies 
with one another, will, under God’s Pro- 
vidence, develop that true patriotism which, 
im spite of our independent political status, 
seems to be still so Crann, cairn etc.,

Life proved 
too hard for her, and she had her funeral in

GEOPHYSICS. 


TAPPING THE EARTH'S 
MINERAL WEALTH. 
which, unlike the use of the divining 


M rod, are established on an acceptable 
physical basis, are described in an article 
appearing in the current month’s issue of the 
irwh Trade Journal on “' geophysical survey- 
ing. ' 

Geophys:cs is a branch of science involv'ng 
the co-operation of geologists and physicists, 
and consists of four principal methods—gravi- 
tational, magnetic, seismic and electrical—all 
of which, wth the exception of magnetic 
measurements, were almost unknown twenty- 
five years ago. Their development was stimu- 
lated by the increasing possibility of working 
deep mineral deposits and the difficulty oi 
finding these by direct observation through 
borings or from shafts. The four principal 
methods depend upon differences in the 
various media underlying the earth's suriace, 
of density, magnetic susceptibility, velocity 
of elastic wave propagation, and electrical 
conductivity, seupantlnelek 

The article discusses in some deta] the 
results of the survey which was undertaken 
in Australia in 1927 at the joint charge of 
the British and Australian Governments, and 
which was subsequently referred to a sub- 
committee of the Coomayiies of Civil Research 
of the Empire Marketing Board, wh:ch con- 
sidered that it offered a suitable opportunity 
for testing the value of the various methods 
of geophysical survying in the interests of 
Empire development generally, This com- 
mittee reported that, so far as the British 
Empire was concerned, surprisingly little use 
had been made of these methods, in x, ite of 
its great mineral resources and the wide areas 
that await prospecting. 

A survey on the lines recommended by this 
sub-committee began in London in February, 
1928, and closed in February, 1930, after 
eighteen months of field work in different 
parts of Australia. The article outlines the 
general conclusions which wre reached os “há 
ing the application of geophysical methods in 
Australia.

Several of the electrical methods may 
be used with other objects, such as to deer- 
mine the depth to the water table or to bed 
rock in country covered by recent and un- 
consolidated formations.

E suggestion that the organisation had

Communism. Neither Mr. Bennett nor the 
nd pe Unemployed Workers’ Association 
were advocates of Communism or Bolshe- 
vism, and his only object in appearing before 
the County Council was to endeavour to secure 
fair treatment for the workless and their de- 

ndents. Mr. Bennett had been doing excel- 
ent work in that respect in Tipperary, and 
deserved public appreciation for it. 


“ QUITE WRONG.” 


The Mayor said that he agreed with seve- 
ral of the statements made by Mr. P. 
English, Cashel, at the County Council meet- 
ing in regard to the abuse of home assist- 
ance, A man living in a labourer’s cottage, 
with a plot of land attached to it, was not 
entitled to home assistance. He (the Mayor) 
knew several men in Clonmel and elsewhere 
who had not worked for ten or twelve years, 
who did not look for work, and did net want 
to work, who had drawn full home. assistance 
benefit of 23s. a week, That was quite wrong, 
Home assistance was intended to relieve the 
genuine unemployed who. were anxious to 
work, and these people's legitimate claims 
were prejudicéd when undeserving —— 
participated in the full scale of relief.

Flax Grown At 
Sandringham. 


Linen Goods Gift for their 
Majesties. 
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DEPUTATION of directors of linen 
manufacturing firms, who are 
members of the Linen Industry 

Research Association, had the honour of 
presenting in person to the King and Queen 
at Buckingham Palace yesterday a variety 
of linen goods manufactured by them from 
flax grown by His Majesty on the Sandring- 
ham estates. 

The presentation was made by a deputa- 
tion headed by Mr. H. L. McCready, M.A. 
of Messrs. William Ewart and Son, Ltd.), 
hairman of the Linen Industry Research 
Association. 

The fibre was spun into suitable yarns ut 
the mill of Messrs. William Ewart and Son, 
Belfast. Finally, from the yarns, Messrs. 
William Ewart and Son manufactured a dozen 
table cloths with napkins; Messrs. Hay anid 
Robertson, a dozen table cloths with 
napkins; Messrs. York Street Flax Spinning 
Company, a dozen pairs of linen sheets; 
Messrs. Ulster Weaving Company, two dozen 
linen pillow-cases; Messrs. Old Bleach Linens, 
250 yards of Slemish furnishing linen; Messrs, 
Brookfield Linen Company, 400 yards of dress 
linen in various colours; and Messrs. Broad- 
way Damask Company, Messrs. Thomas Fer- 
guson and Company, Messrs. Ross Brothers, 
and Messrs. Webb and Company, each manu- 
factured six dozen Aowels. 

The behaviour of this British-grown flax 
was carefully controlled and observed bv 
scientific tests throughout manufacture, anil 
the finished goods, which are to be used in 
the Royal Household, demonstrate the quality 
of linen which can be produced from Norfolk 
flax. 

Their Majesties, after discussing the experi- 
ment and inspecting the Jinen, were graciouslx 
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pleased to express their warm approval cf 
the results obtained, and congratulated the 
Research Association on the success of this 
valuable piece of work: 

With His Majesty’s concurrence and sup- 
port, the Research Association intends to 
repeat this experiment at Sandringham on 
a larger scale of 100 acres or more in 1933. 
In due course a limited quantity of linen 
from the larger experiment will become avail- 
able to the general public.

Ratepayers’ League, Mr. L. Murphy, who 
presided, said that an attempt was being made 
to crush the farmers out of existence. It 
behoved them to organise. 

Mr. M. Hynes said that they had no inten- 
tion of introducing politics inte their organisa- 
tion. They were not one bit afraid of any of 
the political parties in asserting their rights, 
and they were going to carry on their 
organisation independent of either party. 

Mr. Brannock, New Inn, said that they 
had too many party cries in the country. 
“ Up, de Valera!" or “‘ Up, Cosgrave!”’ 
would not pay their rents. Every other 
section in the community was organised. 
They had not the English Government now 
in this country; yet there was very little 
advance made in distributing the lands that 
remained to be divided, simply because the 
men who governed the country were put into 
office by political supporters. 

Mr. Martin Forde said that he was despair- 
ing of the farmers of Ireland. He had no 
pity for them; for, if they had taken the 
advice offered to them ten years ago, they 
would have a party in the Dail to-day, strong 
enough to get them whatever rights they 
required. 

Ir. James Finn complained that their 
country was the highest taxed in the world. 
Farmers at the present time were unable to 
re-stock their farms, and he feared they would 
soon see the lands of this country turned into 
rariches. The present pitiable plight of the 
farmer was due to politics, which was the 
curse and ruin of the country. The farmers 
should be in a position to govern the country, 
in place of the quarrelsome crowd they had 
at present at the head of affairs. If they had 
an influential Farmers’ Party in the Dail they 
could float a National Loan, which the Presi- 
dent of the country was unable to do. 

Mr. M, Ryan said that the farmers were 
never in a worse position since Michael Davitt 
unfolded the banner at Straide, Co. Mayo, 
then they were to-day. The farmers were 
threatened with extinction and the confisca- 
tion of their lands, according to Mr. dé 
Valera’s new Communistic ideals.

| BELFAST, Monday. 


HE Belfast Corporation to-day at a special 
meeting sanctioned a £492,204 distress 
relief scheme promoted by the Improve- 

ment Committee. After deducting a grant-in- 

aid frem the Northern Ministry of Home 

Affairs towards the work the net cost to the 

106, and a 

loan for this amount has been applied for. 

The money is to be expended on the recon- 

struction of streets in several districts of the 

city, and the resurfacing with asphalt of 
several teist thoroughfares. 

Councillor McMahon (Nationalist) said that 
the Improvement Committee deserved the 
unqualified support of the Council for what 
they were. doing to ameliorate unemploy- 
ment. The millions spent in this connection 
on the highways of their city had a reflex in 
the sanitation of the streets. But there were 
other schemés which, he suggested, might 
occupy their attention, For the past igelve 
months the building trade had been in a 
precarious condition, due to the completion 
of the Parliament Buildings, the Children’s 
Hospital, and other buildings. In addition, 
they had a reduction of the housing subsidy 
by the Government and its complete abolition 
by the City Council. He felt that they were 
not catering for the type of workmen like 
brickmakers, bricklayers, carpenters and 
plumbers. They were not getting the best 
returns or the type of road work set out 
in the scheme, and he said that they should 
embaik on work,to engage tradesmen who 
were now idle. The other committees of the 
Corporation should put other types of work in 
operation and rélieve a desérving class. 


SKILLED CRAFTSMEN. 


Councillor T. Henderson, M.P., supported 
the plea for more consideration for skilled 
craftsmen, and said that he was glad to know 
that there would be some work available for 
them at the mental hospital. 

Councillor Hugh Armstrong characterised 
the procedure of the improvement scheme in 
the matter as wrong from beginnin 
In his opinion the drainage of Belfast was 
more pressing and important than the con- 
ereting of streets. The low levels of the 
city were continually being flooded, and there 
was nothing in the estimates to rectify this 
serious state of affairs. 

Councillor Henderson intervened to state 
that the City Survéyor and his staff were 
working night and day to arrange for the 
carrying out of huge schemes to help the 
unemployed, and they were now grappling 
with the drainage question. In the near 
future, he ‘believed, the City Surveyor would 
be putting forward a huge drainage scheme. 


A DISTRESS SCHEME. 


The Lord Mayor pointed out that the 
present scheme was a distress scheme, and 
the money was not available for drainage 
work, he scheme was being put through 
to take advantage of the Government offer 
of a fifty-fifty basis, the money for the 
scheme to come out of the Road Fund. 

Alderman Alexander concurred, and said 
that they could get this money out of the 
Road Fund for expenditure on streets, and 
not on sewers. 

Councillor M‘Mahon raised the question 
of carting for the schéme, and said that there 
was talk that a motor lorry had been pro- 
cured to do the work. The carting work 
gave considerable employment, and it was a 
pity to ldse it. 

Councillor Henderson also supported the 
plea for the carters.

Mr. Hoover’s Message. 

Mr. Winston Churchill recently re- 
marked that Notes which are written to 
the Government of the United States 
between the presidential election and the 
induction of the new President might just 
as well be written to the Atlantic Ocean. 
The same remark might be made concern- 
ing the retiring President’s message to 
Congress. Between two Governments in 
the United: States the political stage is 
almost exclusively by those 
who are looking for jobs and those 
who are vacating them. Naturally 
enough, the handling of place-seekers by 
Congressmen is virtually a whole-time 
task, and a Parliament which itself has 
received its congé hardly can be expected 
to take very much interest in the views of 
the outgoing President on world affairs. 
For that reason President Hoover's 
message, which we print in summary 
to-day, is not likely to get the attention 
that it deserves. It is a document of much 
importance. Mr. Hoover invokes the help 
of his successor in order to maintain con- 
tinuity in respect of the three main items 
of American foreign policy—namely, War 
debts, disarmament and the forthcoming 
World Economic Conference. There has 
not been a Democratic Administration 
since the eclipse of the late Mr. Woodrow 
Wilson. Republican policy in external 
affairs has been reasonably consistent ; 
and Mr. Hoover takes the very sensible 
view that the change to a Democratic 
policy ought to be made with such czreful 
will avoid unnecessary 


occupied 


smoothness as 
upheavals. 
Although his term as President is almost 
over, Mr. Hoover still enjoys extensive 
powers under the Constitution ; and we are 
glad to see that he proposes to use them. 
In his message he informs Congress that 


the re-establishment by that body of the 


War Debt Commission would “ meet with 
my hearty approval ;'. but he knows per- 
fectly well..that. Congress. has not the 
slightest desire to win that reward. It will 
not re-establish the War Debt Commission, 
and, consequently, Mr. Hoover announces 
that he will act proprio motu. He will 
set up machinery ‘for further debt 
discussions with those nations which have 
not defaulted—France, apparently, will be 
left out in the cold; and he hopes, by the 
appointment of a Commission, to inter- 
lock the problem of the debts with that of 
disarmament and other issues of economie 
importance, Republican policy was based on 
aloofness from European affairs and a pro- 
hibitive tariff. Mr. Hoover and his pre- 
decessors in office since 1920 have sought 
to exclude all foreign goods from the 
United States, and to make the Union 
sufficient unto itself. From that policy 
have flowed most of the world’s economic 
and financial troubles. The tidal wave of 
trade collapse took a long time to cross 
the Atlantic; but two years ago it broke 
with full force over the United States, and 
now a Republican President sees the 
error of his ways. 

What Mr. Hoover said yesterday 
European statesmen have been saying 
since the folly of the Ruhr invasion 
taught them the rudiments of world 
economics. The prosperity of the United 
States depends on the restoration of 
economic activity throughout the world. 
Foreign exchanges must be restored and 
stabilised. Consumption must be increased 
in order that world prices may be raised. 
The clogged channels of trade must be 
cleared; and concerted action among the 
nations is an essential preliminary to any 
measure of improvement. If Mr. Hoover, 
or his immediate predecessor in office, had 
advanced these views years ago, the post- 
War history of the world might have been 
written very differently. As matters 
stand, however, we must be thankful for 
small mercies. Mr. Hoover is inviting 
Governor Roosevelt’s co-operation in an 
attempt to repair the damage. We do not 
suggest that Europe, is blameless in the 
matter of trade restrictions—far from it. 
Even the Irish Free State has been 


infected by the tariff disease, and very 


few nations in Europe have been able to 
resist the temptation to follow the 
American example. Some excuse, how- 
ever, can be proffered for the Europeans ; 
the United States have none. The new 
President will have a chance to set the 
world on its feet again, but there is no 
time to lose; and we hope that he will 


| allow no mere question of party tactics to 
| prevent him. nd Ene al 
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‘in the province, and more than half that 
sum goes in the form of transitional pay- 
ments. As yet the Free State is not com- 
pelled to search her pockets for such sums ; 
and Dublin’s civic bill-—for all: her high 
-rates—does not include relief payments on 
such a scale. Unfortunately, she is un- 
likely to hold her position of comparative 
immunity for long. Belfast’s bill of costs 
is the result of the working of world-wide 
forces ; but such solace cannot be offered to 
Dublin. Her fortunes are in the grip of 
crazy politics, which create an evil only to 
challenge it with a greater evil. Whereas 
the number of unemployed in Belfast, if 
it has not declined noticeably of recent 
months, at Jeast has not risen noticeably, 
the unemployment figures of Dublin and 
the South show a disquieting increase 
every week. The Government of Northern 
Ireland is working with might and main 
to induce the establishment of factories 
In the Six Counties; the Free State 
Government has put forth all its efforts to 
bar the entrance of external capital. Every- 
thing suggests that, while the fortunes of 
the North are rising, those of the Free 
State are in a steady decline. How could 
the situation be otherwise? The economics 
of Northern Ireland are natural and in 
harmony with the movement of world 
affairs ; those of the Free State are based on 
a policy which the nations of to-day have 
begun to find unprofitable, and will dis- 
card before they are many years older. 
Not.ng in recent economic history is so 
significant as the agreements concluded 
at Ottawa. Of the advantages gained 
thereby Northern Ireland will obtain her 
full share; the Free State will derive no 


i advantage, but actually must suffer, as a 


consequence of her own folly. The citizens 
of Belfast need not grudge the -payments 
which they are asked to make for the relief 
of unemployment and distress; for those 
conditions cannot last long. Dublin must 
face the prospect of constantly increasing 
drains upon her civic pocket until the 
country has regained its senses.

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A Language Question. 

South Africa, like the Free State, is 
perplexed to-day by a language problem. 
There the competing tongues are English 
and the corrupted form of Dutch which :s 
known as Afrikaans. A campaign on 
behalf of Afrikaans began in 1924, and is 
being prosecuted with vigour. In the fore- 
front of its champions is the University oi 
Pretoria, which received its charter two 
years ago, and since then has claimed .o 
be the only bilingual university in South 
Africa. Lectures until the present tim>2 
were in either of the two official linguages, 
but, according to a South African corre- 
spondent of The Times, thé University 
now has abandoned the bilingual policy in 
favour of Afrikaans, and henceforward 
will cater entirely for the interests of the 
Afrikaans-speaking population. It is 
interesting to notice that, while the South 
African Press has hailed this departure 
with delight, a mass meeting of the 
students, . overwhelmingly — Afrikaans- 
speaking in composition, has rejected it by 
192 votes against 174. The issue, indeed. 
is grave. Whatever may be said for the 
South African Government's policy otf 
bilingualism, a rigid insistence on 
Afrikaans at the expense of English must 
work out to the disadvantage of the 
population. Afrikaans has a strong hold 
on the affections of the Boer inhabitants, 
but its value, like the value of Irish, is 
mainly sentimental—-it has not, in fact, 
the considerable literary tradition of Irish 
—and outside South Africa it is useless. 
English is the commercial language of half 
the world ; in addition, it is a flexible and 
vigorous tongue, fit to reproduce all the 
intricacies of modern thought and learn- 
ing. South Africa would be well advised 
to cling to her bilingual policy, which is 
working very well; and her present excess 
of zeal can serve no useful purpose. 
Afrikaans is a living atid established 
language, which was spoken, in concert 
with English, by more than one-half of the 
white population of South Afric. before 
the intensive campaign in its favour began, 
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Gas-Masks. 


The law's remorseless, if slow, pursuit 
has received a rather terrifying illustra- 
tion in Germany. Last Saturday an ex- 
soldier, August Jager, was found guilty 
of treason before the Supreme Court of 
the Reich and was sent to penal servitude 
for ten years. The charge was that, in 
the early months of the Great War, Jager, 
as a deserter, had betrayed to the French 
the imminence of Germany’s first poison- 
gas attack, which fell on French and 
Canadian troops. He was not suspected 
until the end of the War, when, as 
a result of statements in a captured 
French diary, he was tried, but was 
acquitted for lack of evidence. Ten years 
passed, and then a Frenchman's cacvethes 
scribendi once more brought the hapless 
Jager to the bar of justice. In 1930 a 
French general, who had commanded on 
the sector in question, published an article 
which named “ a German deserter, August 
Jager,’’ as the tale-bearer of the impend- 
ing gas attack. If the General had stayed 
his pen, the offence would have been can- 
celled within another two years under the 
German Statute of Limitations. The 
French troops had captured the deserter 
on April 15th; the gas attack was 
not launched until April 22nd; and, 
luckily for Jager, the burden of General 
Ferry’s article was that the French 
ban though warned in good time, 
had not taken adequate counter-measures 
against the gas. On the ground, therefore, 
that material injury had not been suffered 
by the German arms, the Public 
Prosecutor at Leipzig did not demand the 
death penalty; and Jager, who is now 
forty-one yeurs of , has escaped with 
ten years’ penal servitude. The sentence 
might have been lighter if he had not

DEAL WITH NORTH 
GERMAN LLOYD.

The Soviet Government has purchased 
thirteen old steamers with. a total tonnage 
of 54,000 from the North German Lloyd. It 
is stated that the conditions for the purchase 
of secondhand ships from England were not 
so favourable as could be obtained from the 
German firm. The Russian request for four 
years’ credit was refused by the North 


three years’ credit. The sale price of the 
thirteen vessels has not been disclosed, but 
it is estimated roughly at 15 million marks 
(about £75,000 at par). 

Tho Russians, it is stated, have pledged 
themselves to run the steamers only in the 
Black Sea and on the East Asiatic services 
and not to compete with German lines any-

The death of Viscount Mog. took 


place at his home at Enstone, Oxfordshire, on 
Dillon, 17th Viscount, was 


born on January 24, 1844. and was one of the 
oldest Me sa Ca of the peerage. He Was pro- 
minent as an antiquary and, archeologist, and 
contributed numerons articles to antiquarian 
journals, His special study was armour & 
costume, in whieh he was regarded as one 
of the greatest authorities.

MR. JAMES BRADY. 

We regret to have to record the death of 
Mr. James Brady, who was @ prominent 
raember of the solicitors’ profession im 
Dublin for many years, which took place on 
Sunday evening in a private nursing home 
in Dun Laoghaire. Mr. Brady was a native 
of Dublin, and had reached the age of 
seventy-six years. He was admitted a 
solicitor in 1894, having served his ap- 
prenticeship to the late Mr. P. A. Chance, 
who was a member of the old Irish Purlia- 
mentary Party under Parnell’s leadership. 
Mr. Brady, from an early age, took a keen 
‘nterest in all matters relating to the Jaw as it 
affects solicitors, and, while still serving his 
apprenticeship, was instrumental in having a 
clause put into the Solicitors Act, enabling 
solicitors’ managing assistants to make their 
way into the ranks oí the profession.

BRITISH FISHING 
INDUSTRY. 


MR. RUNCIMAN’S PROMISE. 


Mr. Runciman, President of the Board of 
Trade, assured a meeting of M.P.’s in the 
House of Commons yesterday that the in- 
terest of the British fishing industry will not 
be overlooked in the negotiations that are 
now proceeding with foreign countries, says 
the Press Association Lobby Correspondent.

The President was accompanied by Dr. 
Burgin, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, and Colonel Colville, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Department of Overseas 
Trade. 

Sir Gervais Rentoul, Chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. W. J. Womersley, Mr. J. 
Slater and other members described the 
parlous condition of the fishing industry, and 
urged the vital necessity for some further 
measures of assistance. They suggested that, 
having regard to the undertaking by the Im- 
ports Advisory Committee that it would be 
prepared to reconsider early in the New Year 
the claim of the trawling industry for an in- 
creased tariff, if was of great importance 
that the position should not be prejudiced by 
any premature agreement with Sca-dinavia 
or any other country. 

Mr. Runciman replied that he was fully 
alive to the importance of the fishing in- 
dustry, which was really not one industry, 
but rather a group of industries. He said 
that, although he could not at this stage sav 
anything with regard to the negotiations now 
in progress with foreign countries, the 
Fisheries Committee might rest assured that 
the interests of the fiching industry would 


not be forgotten or excluded in any such

While it is difficult in any analysis of 
world economic forces to separate. cause 
from effect, or symptom from disease, or 
separate one segment of a vicious circle 
from another, we must begin somewhere 
by the determination of our objectives. 

It is certain that the most urgent 
economic effort still before the world is 
the restoration of price levels. The undue 
and continued fall in prices and trade 
obviously has many origins. One dangerous 
consequence, however, is visible in the in- 
creased difficulties which are arising 
between many debtors and their creditors, 


REDUCED INCOMES, 


The values behind a multitude of securi- 
ties are lessened ; the income of the debtors 
s insufficient to meet their obligations ; 
and the creditors are unable to undertake 
new commitments for fear of the safety of 
their present undertakings. 

It is not enough to say that the fall in 
prices is due to decreased consumption, 
ind that thus the sole remedy is: adjust- 
ent by reduced production.

FTER ‘nearly eighteen hours of con- 
tinual rain, the Liffey and other 
Dublin rivers and streams were swirling 
with flood water; but, fortunately, no 
cases of the waters overflowing have been 
reported. 

At Ringsend the Dodder was very 
swollen and a number of people watched 
anxiously the rising waters, but with the 
lessening of the rain in the evening the 
danger of the river bursting its banks 
passed. Works which have been carried 
out recently at Ballsbridge and other parts 
of the river had the effect of lessening the 
danger from flooding in these areas, 
although they greatly increased the 
volume of water at the river’s mouth. 
Near Kimmage, however, two or three 
fields were inundated. 


At Spencer Basin, North Wall, Dublin, 


a storehouse was flooded, and in a house 
in Amiens street water covered the floor 
to a depth of about two inches. These 
were the only two cases of flooding of pre- 
mises which have been reported. Damage 
to property in the city and suburbs from 
the heavy rain and recent storms has been 
comparatively slight, and nobody has been 
injured, 

The railway loop line between West- 
moreland Bridge, Glasnevin, and Upper 
Drumcondra road was under water for 
some time, but traffic was not interrupted. 


TOLKA IN FLOOD.

COTTAGERS REMOVED BY 
FIREMEN, 

Shortly before midnight the River Tolka 
overflowed its banks at Drumcondra 
Bridge and flooded some cottages. Liecu- 
tenant Howard and a Corporation ambu- 
lance from the Central Fire Station at 
Tara street were quickly on the scene and 
assisted to remove families from the more 
seriously affected dwellings to adjacent 
schools, where they were given shelter for 
the night. 

At Inchicore the Camac river burst its 
banks early in the night and inundated 
the low-lying cottage dwellings in Lady’s 
lane. One house was rendered tem- 
porarily uninhabitable, and the occupant, 
Mrs. McGovern, was given lodgings in 
Kehoe square for the night by the Kehoe 
square Tenants’ Association. 

The overflow of the River Tolka at 
Drumcondra Bridge later flooded Queen’s 
Square and King’s Square, Upper Drum- 
condra, to a depth of two feet.. The occu- 
pants of four houses—Mr. W. Pike, Mr. 
and Mrs. Evans, Mrs. J. Farrell and Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick—were removed in the Dublin 
Fire Brigade ambulance to St. Patrick's 
Training College, where they spent the 
night. ; 

The Cabra road and Santry road were 
inundated at several places last night. 

Flooding also took place at Bayview 
avenue, Fairview, the scene of the serious 
floods of September, 1931, but was slight 
in extent, 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach, T.D., and 
Councillor Martin O’Sullivan, spent the 
greater part of the night at the scene of 
the flooding at Drumcondra, and assisted 
in the transferring of the families 
affected to the Training College. Mr. 
Karly, kelieving Officer, procured a large 
number of beds and a supply of blankets 
to accommodate them. “Karly this morn- 
mg Captain Connolly, of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade, took charge of the rescue work, 
and remained on the spot until a late 
hour this morning. 5 


IN THE SOUTH. 

Yesterday was the fourth successive wet 
day in Cork, rain continuing throughout 
the entire day. Close on three inches of 
rain have fallen since Friday morning, 
and the downpours of Saturday and 
yesterday greatly restricted Christmas 
shopping.

GENEVA DISCUSSION. 


From Revuter’s Corresponpent. 
GENEVA, Monday. 


IGNITY and dispatch marked the pro- 
ceedings before the Council of the | 
League of Nations this afternoon, when 
the appeal of the British Government came 
up for discussion. 

The Irish Free State permanent repre- 
sentative at Geneva, Mr. Sean Lester, pre- 
sided in the absence of Mr. de Valera, and 
Sir William Malkin, Chief Legal Adviser 
to the Foreign Office, represented Great | 
Britain. Persia’s permanent representa- 
tive, Khan Sepabodi, was also present. 

Somewhat unexpectedly a late message 
from Teheran enabled him to make a state- 
ment on behalf of his Government. 

After hearing the representatives of bot] 
parties the Council adjourned the question | 
until its next regular meeting on January 


23rd. 
DANGEROUS ELEMENTS. 


Sir William Malkim expressed the satis 
faction of the [ritish Government that | 
the Council was able to meet to take 
cognisance of the question. The Govern- 
ment was anxious that the matter should 
come before the Council without delay, 
because it felt that the situation resulting 
from the action of the Persian Government 
contained elements requiring to be dealt 
with by the Counci! as a matter of urgency. | 

He trusted that the action taken by the | 
President would ensure that the matter | 
would be considered in due course without | 
the occurrence of any event which might 
call ‘for immediate intervention of the | 
Council. | 

Khan Sepabodi repeated the assurance 
that his Government had not taken, and 
did not contemplate taking, any measures | 
against the Anglo-Persian oilfields. He 
welcomed the British declaration that she | 
was anxious that the friendly relations | 
between the two countries should not be 
disturbed. He said that his Government 
was equally desirous of maintaining the | 
friendly “relations which had so long | 
existed between the two countries, and to 
which they attached great weight; but he 
added, as a personal, opinion, that he | 
could not help expressing surprise tliat 
the dispute had apparently required the 
invocation of Article 15. 


UNILATERAL ACTION, 

The memorandum setting forth the | 
British case declares that H.M. Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom has been, 
and will remain, most anxious that the 
difficulties between the Persian Govern- 
ment and the company shall be settled by | 
an amicable and fair agreement. 

The Government emphatically repudiate 
the suggestion that their action has im- 
peded such an agreement, but they con- | 
sider that negotiations cannot be fruit- | 
fully pursued so long as the Persian | 
Government claims to treat the conces- 
sion as terminated by their own unilateral | 
act. 

Outlining the history of the dispute, the | 
memorandum states that on June 29th of | 
this year the Persian Government refused | 
to accept the royalty for 1931. | 

Subsequently they informed the com- 
pany that proposals on a basis different 
from the initialled agreement were under 
consideration. The company stated re- 
peatedly that they were perfectly willing 
to consider such proposals, but that they 
were never communicated to them. Had it 
ultimately proved impossible for the Per- 
sian Government and the company to 
come to an agreement, resort should have 
been made to arbitration, in .accordance 
with Article 17 of the Concession. 


PROTECTION OF RIGHTS. 

The British Government considered it

H.M. Government did not accept the | 
contention that the Permanent Coart of 
International Justice was not competent | 
to decide the dispute, and considered that | 
such a contention was inconsistent with 
the decisions of the Permanent Court 
itself.

The British Government observes with 
much disquietude that the Persian 
Government. has deelined to accept any

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LABOUR MINISTER'S 


REVIEW. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Monday. 


HE House of Commons, in Committee 

of Supply, to-day discussed a supple- 
mentary estimate of £18,000,000 for the 
Ministry of Labour. 
Sir Henry Betterton (Minister of 
Labour) explained that the supplementary 
estimate was made up of a sum 0 
£6,400,000, required as deficiency grant to 
the Unemployment Fund; a sum of 
£12,600,000 for transitional payments, and 
a sum of £10,000 for assisting voluntary 
effort for the unemployed. Against these 
payments there was a saving of £1,000,000 
in the ordinary State contribution to the 
fund, due to the condition of employment. 
We estimated rather optimistically, if you 
like, he said, on a live register of some- 
thing between 2,400,000 and 2,500,000 
persons in the present financial year, with 
something like 800,000 of that number in 


receipt of transitional benefit. The average’ 


number on the live register from April last 


to November has, in fact, been 2,770,000, ' 


and the number of those receiving transi- 
tional payments has, in fact, reached 
950,000. 

The progressive deterioration oí world 
conditions, of which we saw signs 
of arrest when the original estimates 
were made, has gone on, but that 
we, as a country, have escaped its 
is clearly undeniable. I 
say without hesitation that this result 
has been due to our own efforts and our 
own sacrifices, and that the Government 
and the country are entitled to take full 
credit for it.. ° 


A COMPARISON. 

The. figures of the live register, com- 
pared with those of last year, showed that 
on the whole this country was holding ats 
own. In Germany there had been an in- 
crease of something like 1,000,000 in un- 
employment, while in the United States 
it was estimated that something like 
10,000,000 persons were unemployed. The 
value of exports from this country in the 
Jast eleven months had gone down only. by. 
6.9 per cent., while from the United States 
exports had diminished by 35.7 per cent., 
from Germany 31.1 per cent., from France 
57.5 per cent., and from Italy 33.3 per 
cent. To put the matter as fairly as he 
could, while this country. was holding 1fs 
own, there was a progressive and most 
serious deterioration in every other 
country in the world. 

Continuing, Sir Heny  Betterton 
pointed out that had the Government not 
stopped borrowing from the Insurance 
Fund, another £67,000,000 would have 
been added to the debt, which would 
have reached the prodigious total of 
£182,000, 000. 


VOLUNTARY EFFORT. 

There had been in the last few months 
remarkable evidence of a desire to help the 
unemployed to find occupation, which 
would preserve their morale, and, -if 
possible, contribute to their well-being. It 
was clear that voluntary efforts made 
throughout the country would be 
greatly increased in value under the 
guidance of a central .body, care being 
taken to preserve their voluntary 
character, and after serious consideration 
he had asked the National Council of 
Social Service to undertake this work. It 
would not be the function of the Council 
to initiate schemes, but. to help local 
bodies to set them on foot for themselves. 
Some staff would be needed, and as the 
suggestion came from the Government, it 
was only fair it should contribute to the 
cost. Nothing, he added, would induce 
him to make political capital out of this 
proposal, or to use it to evade his own 
responsibility. 

As to the kind of social work that was 
being carried on, he mentioned that in 
some places clubs and -recreation rooms 
had been established where unemployed 
persons could play games. In other 
places small workshops had been started 
where repairs could be conducted, while in 
yet others work was being done in the 
laying out of playing fields and recreation 
grounds. There was also the movement 
for encouraging allotments, with which 
the Society of Friends was so honourably 
associated, The £10,000 for- voluntary 
assistance would be administered by the 
Social Council for the local organisations 
that were carrying on this work. Not- 
withstanding its terrific financial strain, 
he believed that our system of insurance 
had proved a real strength to the country. 


LABOUR CRITICISM. 


Mr. Lawson (Labour) said that the 
saddest and worst feature of the unem- 
ployment figures was that the permanently 
unemployed were increasing by leaps and 
bounds. The number of those unémployed 
for twelve months or more had increased 
since 1951 from 120,000 to 480,000. Much 
more drastic steps should be taken to deal 
with this aspect of the problem, and in 
regard to the administration of the means 
test he warned the Government that they 
were running the risk of facing a much 
more serious situation than confronted 
them when the marches organised by the 
Communists ‘took place. He charged the 
Government with having no policy, and 
said that what they had hoped would be 
a Pool of Siloam had turned out to be 
a- Dead Sea. | 

Sir Arthur § Steel-Maitland, having 
spoken of the great value of voluntary 
efforts to help the unemployed, said that 
there was no country in the world whiich 
had stood the strain of last year as well as 
we had done. He was thankful to say. that 
there were signs of the depression lifting. 
A lot of nonsense had been talked about 
the necessity for economy, and the Govern- 
ment would be well advised to tell the 
people of this country that it was the 
publi¢ duty of those who had money io 
spend it with confidence. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. C. Rhys urged the Government to 
take a firmer line in regard to unemploy- 
ment. The House, he was convinced, was 
prepared to support measures and pro- 
posals which a year ago might not have 
been in accordance with its pre-conceived 
ideas,

The whole world seemed to be now electing 
to put foreign trade into an entirely new 
relation as a percentage of total world trade, 
and to confine it for nationalist reasons to an 
interchange of.goods across national borders 
not séttled by consideration of ‘comparative 
cost, but on non-economic ahd semi-political 
grounds of self-sufficiency and balance. 

If these Were to íorm a permanent part of 
the international. trade structure, the prac- 
ticability of securing the x ment of interest 
and repayment of political debts, as, indeed, 
of commercial debts, took on completely new 
limits. 

DISASTROUS RESULTS. | 

He had himself shown at the International 
Chamber of Commerce seven years ago how 
nations might receive payment of the sum 
due to them by receipts of commodities and 
services, deliberately organised and arranged, 
without undue: economic suffering ether to 
payer or receiver. But the eminently prac- 
tical considerations, then miscalled ‘ theories, 
were quite unpopular, and people preferred 
to insist upon imposing non-tradin — 
upon the ordinary processes of trade, w°t 
the disastrous results that they could see. 

Therefore, any new settlement of debts 
which proceeded upon financial considerations 
only, and ignored the realities of the trade 


situation, which were being laid out by tarifis 
and rates of exchange and respective balances

of prices. Nobody, could tell, whether the 
turn of the tide in prices, which, in itself, 
would solve so many problems, would come 
about by natural unseen forces, or by arti- 


ficial and concerted ones. 


PRICE CONTROL ON TRIAL. 
The whole theory of concerted price con- 
trol as a purely’ mechanical operation which 
lay at the root of the most: advanced mone- 
tary ‘reform,’ was now severely on its 
trial. In France they were beginning to see 
that gold was very much like the large cake 
that the schoolboy mistakenly kept to him- 
self until “it went bad on him.” There 
was. an old proverb which said, “ Money like 
muck is no good esp — Bi sens 
truer of gold than any other form of money. 

One of the tasks for 1955, added Sir 
Josiah, was the co-ordinating and synchro- 
nisation of international ideas of finance at 
the promised financial conference. This 
might, indeed, raise more questions than it 
settled, but it) was better that they should 
be raised in formal discussion, and faced as 
questions to be worked out in the future, 
than left like sunken rocks for the ships of 
State to founder upon in the years to come. 
It rested very much in the hands of the 
present gold standard and creditor countries, 
he continued, whether gold was to become so 
rare in relation to other commodities that its 
full use as a backing for currency was a 
luxury that only one or two could enjoy.

UNAVOLDABLE 
CONCLUSIONS.

2—It is of great importance that prepara- 
tory action should be taken at once, other- 
wise time would be lost while destructive 
forces are continuing against our agriculture, 
our employment, and otr business. 

b—Adequate and proper es 9 ga for deal- 
ing with them must be created. li is clear 
that the ordinary diplomatic agencies and 
facilities are not suitable for conducting 
negotiations, which can best be carried on 
across the table by specificially qualified 
representatives. 

As I have pointed ont, the discussion of 
debts is necessarily . connected with the 
solution of the major problems at the World 
Economic Conference and the Arms Conference. 
The ideal way, therefore, would seem to be 
that some of our representatives on these 
matters should be selected at once, who can 
perform both these functions of preparing for 
the World Economic Conference and. exchang- 
ing. views upon debts questions with certain 
nations, and advising others on the course to 
be pursued. 


ROOSEVELT’S AID ASKED. 


It would be of advantage for some of them 
to be associated with the A»ms Conference. 
Somé.part. of the delegates appointed for this 
purpose could well be selected from members 
of Congress. On the side of the Executive 
this is no derogation of their Executive 
authority or independence; on the side of 
Congress it is no commitment, but it pro- 
vides for subsequent presentation to Congress 
of the deliberations. intricacies of reasoning 
and facts upon which recommendations have 
been -based, and it is of the first importance, 
enabling Congress to give adequate considera- 
tion to such conclusions. 

Discussions in respect both of the debts 
questions and the World Economic Conference 
cannot be concluded during my administration, 
yet the economic situation of the world neces- 
sitates preliminary work as essential for success. 
The undertaking of these preliminary ques- 
tions should not be delayed until after March

I propose, therefore, to seek the co-opera- 
tion of Mr. Roosevelt in the organisation of 
machinery for the advancement of considera- 


tion of these problems. 


DEBT COMMISSION. 

A vear ago I requested the Congress to 
authorise the creation of a Debt Commission 
to deal with the situations which were bound 
to arise. Congress did not consider this wise. 
In the situation as it has developed it appears | 
necessary for the Executive to proceed. 
Obviously any coticlusions would be subject 
to approval by Congress. 

On the other hand, should Congress prefer 
to authorise by legislative enactment a Com- 
mission set up along the lines above indicated 
it would meet my hearty approval. 

If our civilisation is to be perpetuated the 
great causes of world peace, world disarma- 
ment and world recovery must prevail. They 
cannot prevail until the path to their attain- 
ment is built upon honest friendship, mutual 
confidence and proper co-operation among the 


nations. | 
U.S. LEADERSHIP, 


Peace and the honest friendship of all 
nations have been the cardinal principles by 
which we have ever been guided in our foreign 
relations. They are the stars by which the 
world must to-day guide its course—the world 
in which our country must assume its share 
of leadership and responsibility. 

The situation is one of such urgency that 
we require national solidarity and national co- 
operation if we are to serve the welfare of 
the Ameriean people, and, indeed, if we are 
to conquer the forces which to-day threaten 
the very foundations. of civilisation. 

A world conference on armaments, money 
and war debts was urged by Senator Borah 
in a statément approving President Hoover's 
message, 

‘(Unless there is a full programme dealing 
with reparations, the money question, arma- 
ments, and such problems as stand in the way 
of the world’s recovery, we will get nowhere 
á uan consideration of a single item,” he 
said, 

“If a reasonable programme including all 
these problems could be proposed and agreed 
upon I would gladly support it. 

“TIT see no objection to discussing debts 
with the debtors. I would do that as a 
matter of courtesy, But it seems to me that 
it will only end in discussion unless questions 
other than debts are included. There is no 
argument for the discussion of debts as a 
separate single proposition.”

CONSIDERABLE extension of the 
A scheme sponsored by the Free State 

Sea Fisheries Association for the 
improvement of marketing facilities for 
catclies. is in conteniplation, and may be put 
into effect early in the New Year. 

The Committee of the Association, which 
so far has brought a measure of confidence 
to Jrish fishérmen, has held two important 
meetings during last week, discussing the 
whole position of the machinery opera by 
the Association, how it can be further 
adapted and extended, and how the Free 
State may benefit from renewed. efforts to 
augment the present supplies of fish, which, 
let there be no doubt, are most valuable. 

The '“ East More Fish ’’ campaign, which 
was begun when the /ssociation was brought 
into being about two years ago, has produced 
some excellent results. Irish ie have 
acquired an additional taste for fish. They 
can now get fresh supplies, because, under 


ulk of the fish sold in the Free State 
is landed from trawlers working in con- 
junction with the Association. No longer is 
is the rule to send fish landed, say, at Cork 
or Waterford, to Grimsby and have them 
returned to Irish towns and cities. That 
system prevailed not many years ago, thougn 
it may sound farcical. 

Nowadays all fish landed at Trish ports 
are sold in Ireland, and the ‘supplies are 
not great enough to meet the demand! That 
may sound somewhat unusual, but the assur- 
ance that it is true comes from an officiel! 
of the Sea Fisheries’ Association who ex- 
plained the future plans which the Associa- 
tion is considering. 


MORE TRAWLERS. 


The question of supply is one that has 
worried the officials of the Association for 
some time now, since it became obvious that 
the Irish public were cultivating a taste for 
fish. The difficulty which the Association 
has to meet is that in undertaking to supply 
Jarge public institutions they enter into a 
form of contract which must be complied 
with. Ih the event of supplies landed, say, 
for a fast day, being insufficient to satisfy 
the demand, extra supplies must be brought 
to the country from without, and, therefore, 
the profit to the Association is lessened. The 
profit is, however, a small matter; the supply 
in constant procession is what really counts, 
and this is the problem to which the com- 
mittee and the officials of the Association 
have applied themselves. 

It is planned in the new year to increase 
the fleet of trawlers, so that chances of miss- 
ing the demand are brovight down to the 
minimum, except where the weather and 
other considerations are dead against the 
possibility of bringing home good catches. 

The contracts which the Association has 
undertaken with public imstitutions. mean 
much to the success of the entire undertak- 
ing. Under the Combined Purchasing 
Scheme, which is operated with Government 
sanction, the Association has been able to 
tender at prices which a few years ago would 
have been considered too low by virtue of 
the uncertainty of fishing. Apart from the 
increased ,value and demand the Association, 
by a precise method of direct trading, has 
been énabled to capture these contracts. The 
Cork Mental Home, one of the largest in- 
stitutions of the kind in the Free State, 
takes no less than 18cwt. each week. 


PERSONAL INTEREST. 

The Association has a working arrangement 
with wholesalers which up to this has worked 
satisfactorily. The method of sale has 
brought a considerable gleam of hope to an 
industry which was fast dying out in Ireland. 
Fishermen who have been equipped with first- 
class boats and nets through the aid oí the 
Association haye become part owners in this 
equipment, and the personal interest which 
is encouraged by this means has been re- 
sponsible for bringing back the industry. to 
what it was informer days, The Association 
gives sympathetic cons@Mlération to applica- 
tions for gear, and to-day there are many 
fishermen around the Irish coast who, because 
of changed circumstances, will be able to 
hand on the tradition of the sea to their sons, 
who otherwise would have been absorbed into 
other occupations, or, perhaps, have failed to 
get any work at all. 

An official of the Sea Fisheries Association 
told the Jrish Times that unfortunately 
owing to the weather conditions the landings 
from the seven steam trawlers which have 
been worked by the Association have fallen 
off during the last few weeks, and, having 
fulfilled their contracts with public institu- 
tions, there: have not been enough fish to 
meet the requirements of the regional whole. 
salers. It becómes obvious then that unless 
the trawling fleet ‘can be. substantially 
augmented the supply, the demand for which 
is growing each day, cannot be maintained. 
The greatest handicap which the Association 
has to face is that these trawlers have to run 
to schedule—that is, strict regard has to be 
had to market requirements, and the 
vessels must reach port on a certain 
day, whether fully loaded or not, 
If a larger fleet were at the disposal of the 
Association, and also some cóid storage 
arrangements, more economic voyages could 
be undertaken by the vessels and the catches 
could be regulated to meet the market re- 
quirements, 

The Association hopes in a short time to 
augment the fleet, as has been stated, and 
consequently the Irish people will be able to 
secure better service. In the meantime the 
Association is busy at work in the develop- 
ment of the marketing arrangements for the 
purely inshore catch. ' This work has been 
successfully achieved with regard to the 
autumn and winter landings of herrings. at 
Arklow, Courtown and Rosslare, and it is 
understood that steps are now being taken 
to establish a dépot for landings at Kincass- 
lagh, Co. Donegal, 


SHELL-FISH. 

Another important work which has been 
undertaken by the Association, at the request 
of the Free State Executive Council, is the 
marketing oí shell fish, such as periwinkles 
and mussels, the export of which has been 


the 


import duties recent imposed by Great 
Britain. It is understood that the Associa- 
tion has appoihted local agents, by whom 
winkles will be collected and despatched to 
market on behalf of the local gatherers. The 
Association is doing something more in this 
connection than ‘mere intervention. Winkles 
which are to be despatched will be carefully 
graded, washed, and packed in clean boxes, 
upon which the name of the Association will 
be stencilled. In this way it is believed that 
fnuch more remunefative prices than have 
hitherto prevailed will be obtained for these 
shell fish in the British markets, and 
therefore, the handicap of the new 
duties overceme so far as the net 
result for the gatherers is concerned. 
Shell fish which cime trom the Orkney 
Islands have, in the main, held the English 
markets, but now there is every likelihood 
that the business will, to some extent, be 
shared with Ireland. 

The Association, it is learned, proposes to 
push on efforts to secure the provision of a 
purification tank for mussels, These efforts 
will, probably, fractify within the next twelve 
months, The site of the tank has 
not yet, been decided, but it may be accepted 
as an. Gssuranve that tive ré“: sé officials 
and committee wilt give full consideration to 
the claims of the mussel gatherers at various 
points along the coast. In the meantime the 
Association has had samples several 
mussel beds in Kerry sent to an eminent’ 
bacteriologist tor examination, Most of these 
samples have been passed as free from pollu-

LANCASHIRE STEEL 
COMBINE. 


BANKERS AID PLAN FOR 
REORGANISATION. 


A further step in the rationalisation of 
the steel industry of Lancashire is an- 
nounced to-day, says The Times. 

The Lancashire Steel Corporation, 
formed in 1930 under the auspices of the 
Securities Management Trust—one of the 
companies formed by the Bank of England 
to assist in the reorganisation of industry 
—has acquired the Whitecross Company, 
of Warrington. 

The Lancashire Steel Corporation was 
formed to take over the control of the 
iron and steel interests of the Partington 
Iron and Stee! Company, the Wigan coal 
and Iron Company, Pearson and Kn¢eles, 
Ltd., and Rylands Bros., with the ¢dject 


of re-arranging and consolidating these 
businesses into one manufacturing unit. 
The Whiteecross Company, which manu- 
factures all kinds of wire products, pro- 
duces a class of finished products similar 
to those of Rylands. 

The mill will produce products such as 
wire-netting, bashed wire, and wire nails, 
made solely from British materials. 
Hitherto very large quantities of either 
billets or wire rods have been imported 
from the Continent for the manufacture 
of these products. 

The scheme is estimated to cost 
£1,750,000, a powerful ‘financial group 
providing the necessary finance. -

MONSTER PETITION FOR 
HOUSE OF COMMONS 


A monster: petition containing a million 
signatures against the Means Test was carried 
in knapsacks to the House of Commons last 
night by a deputation of the unemployed. 

The deputation, consisting of five men, one 
of whom was Mr. Saklatvala, a former Com- 
munist M.P., and a woman, sought an inter- 
view with Sir Henry Betterton, Minister of 
Labour. 

The Minister of Labour was unable to re- 
ceive the visitors, being then engaged in the 
unemployment debate in the House oí 
Commons. 

Several hundred unemployed met in various 
parts of London to hear reports from the 
deputation as to their réception at the House. 
After nine o’clock mounted and foot police 
stood in rows across all the thoroughfares 
leading to the Houses of Parliament. 

Large numbers of people were prevented 
from entering the enclosed area of Parliament 
Square, round which the police drew.a cor- 
don, and trafhc was diverted. 

Just before eleven o'clock a amall open-air 
meeting was held in a street adjoining Edg- 
ware road. Mr. Saklatvala gave a report of 
the deputation to the House of Commons. 
He said that six members of the deputation 
were allowed into the Lobby of the House, 
and that following a request to see the Par- 
liamentary Secretaty to the Ministry of 
Labour the deputation waited thirty minutes. 

They then sent-in another request, and 
were informed by: the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary’s private secretary that the Parliamentary 
Secretary was too busy-to see them, The 
deputation urged that the matter was very 
serious, and the deputation was informed that 


‘That is the report,” said Mr. Saklatvala, 
““a very short one.” 

Police precautions proved too elaborate for 
the marchers’ attempt to reach the House of 
Commons. A cordon of police was drawn a 
distance of a mile around the House, and at 
each point of arrival at the cordon the 
marchers were repulsed. For the most part 
they took their defeat in good spirit. No 
scenes of disorder were reported, and few 
arrests were made. During the whole evening 
not a single baton, was drawn. 

Nearing midnight the marchers dispersed 
and went back to their homes, and at mid- 
night the scene at Westminster was normal,

DERBY, Monday N ight. 
HE weather we are enjoying in England 
E Just: now is ideal for steeplechasing, or, 
óg for anything else. Jt was a 
fine and unusually mild day here—a place 
where we usually experience the worst sort 
of weather, but even. this, and the reduced 
admission charge which has been inaugurated 
here. failed to attract more than a moderate 
crowd.’ The racing, although it was not dis- 
tinguished, had some good features. 

It is not the usual custom to look among 
the horses which run for the classic races 
for likely steeplechasers, though there is a 
famous case of the Grand National winner, 
Voluptaary, who ran in the Two Thousand 
Guineas for the late Lord Rosebery. ‘This 
season and last, Brienz, who finished third 
to Trigo in the Derby, has been winning good 
‘chases, and the Elvaston ’Chase here to-day 
introduced us to a five-year-old who once 
aspired to classic honours, and ran in the 
Derby won by Blenheim. 

PARTHENON’S SUCCESS. 

This was Parthenon, a French bred son of 
Parth, whom Mr. A. K. Macomber. sent here 
a couple of seasons ago. He was a complete 
fuilure on the flat, and Mr. Cottrill bought 
him off Major Beatty for only a “ pony.” 
The Lambourn trainer had him schooled 
aver a country by George Beeby at Malton, 
and, with the voung amateur, Mr. Payne- 
riding,.he made an attractive début, 
favourite, Wisdom Gift, by 
completely out-pacing him on 


Crallwev, 
and beat the 
ight lengths, 
the fint. 

He did it all, too without even appearing 
to have made a mistake. Wisdom Gift was 
winner 22lb.. and was himself 
so it might be easy to 
over-value the merit of.

The closest finish of the afternoon was that 
for the last race, the Dovedale Handicap 
Hurdle, in which Ballykinler got up close 
home. to win by half a length and a head 
from the favourite, Ardglass, and True 
Count.

OR several years past Mr. 0. T. V. 
F Slocock has occupied the well-known 
establishment at Curragh View, which, 
in days gone by, sheltered such brilliant 
performers as Hasty Girl and Bendigo. Mr. 
Nlocock is a son of the owner of the Hanover 
Stud, Carlow, who has done a great deal to 
maintain the ‘prestige of the Irish thorough- 
bred, 

Apart from the business of looking after 
a big string of horses, the —— View 
trainer rides well in our amateurs’ flat races, 
and is a good man to hounds with the Kil- 
dere packs, Last season he won twenty 
races with twelve horses, or two better than 
he had done in the previous year. 

PROMISING 'CHASERS. 

Mr. Slocock numbers among his patrons 
Lord Osborne Beauclerk, Mr. F, Ambrose 
Clark and Mr. Gould Shaw. Mr. Ambrose 
Clark, who, like Mr. Shaw, is an American 
owner, races considerably in his own country, 
and also in England and m Ireland. é 
has a particular liking for jumpers, and he 
is a strong believer in the best at this game. 
Naturally, it is the ambition of Mr. Clark 
to win the Grand National, and the Curragh 
View trainer has a trio in training for Ruin 
that are tential winners of the great 
‘chase. These are Easter Star, Pilot Ship 
and Jack’s Puzzle—all three fine upstanding 
horses. 

Easter Star won three races on the flat 
during the past season, and as a ‘chaser 
has y Bre infinite promise. Pilot Ship is 
already a proficient jumper, who is just now 
ccming to his best, me i with Easter Star, 
will á seen out in maiden steeplechases 
during the spring. Jack’s Puzzle, hike most 
ackdaw, is taking full time 
to develo He is a beautiful fencer, and, 
as he will be but five years old during the 
coming season, there is yet plenty of time 
for this well-grown po ii to show his 
pace, 

Lord Osborne Beauclerk, an enthusiastic 
supporter of racing, owns in the bay filly by 
Diophon, from Silver Nest, a youngster who 
is already nicely forward in condition, and 
she will be probably one of the inmates of 
the stable to come early to hand. It is worthy 
of note that his lordship, who purchased the 
filly at the Ballsbridge as Show Sales out 
oí the National Stud’s draft, also secured her 
dam at the recent Newmarket Sales. 

BOURBON’S STOCK, 

A noteworthy fact in connection with the 
Curragh View two-year-olds is that four are 
by the Hanover Stud’s French-bred stallion, 
Bourbon, They will be the first two-year-olds 
by that sire to race, Bourbon’s brown colt 
from Amaryllis is a half-brother to Brighter 
London and Jackdaw of Rheims. He is a 
very good-looking, nice-sized colt, but being 

a late foal is not likely to be ready until the 
season has advanced, but the filly by Bour- 
bon out of Lady Ena should be ready to 
race fairly early in the year. She is a nice, 
thick-set, medium- sized filly. The colt out of 
Dublin Lass is racy-like, and the same re- 
mark apples to the Bourbon colt out of St. 
Ruth. The Blue Ensign filly out of Elsa is 
also sharp and promising, while the filly by 
Flaming Orb—Longcoat is on the small side, 
and likely to be early. The Adrift filly, by 
St. Jerome, is also small, but sharp- looking. 
There is a very nice grey ‘fill by Jackdaw of 
Rheims out of Wings of a Dove, of medium 
size, and one who will, doubtless, pay her 
way. 


Of last season’s two- -year-olds Kyleavalla 4 


has done excellently well, and so also has 
Lily Christine, who was not trained until the 
back-end, She was placed in her two races, 
and prior to finishing third to Miss M. at 
Naas, in November, she had run a good 
second to the smart Cellarette at Phoenix 
Park.

GREAT BOWLING BY MITCHELL 
AGAINST TASMANIA.

LAUCESTON, TASMANIA, Monday. 


INE bowling by T. B. Mitchell, the 
a Derbyshire spin bowler, who took 11 
wickets for 144 runs, enabled the 
M.C.C. to beat; Tasmania by an innings and 
126 runs. The M.C.C. have now won eight 
of the eleven matches played against Tas- 
mania, the remaining three being drawn. 

Tasmania were twice out to-day. They re- 
sumed Saturday’s innings at 137 for 3, 
and were all out for 229, despite a gallant 
effort of 56 not out by Putman, They went 
in a second time with 273 runs to make to 
save the innings’ defeat, but were dismissed 
for 147. Badcock, who had made top score 
in the first innings with 57, was again the 
highest scorer, with 43 not out. 

Mitchell took fuil advantage of the 
wicket, which had become advantageous to 
spin bowlers by strong sunshine after heavy 
rain, and captured 6 wickets for 70 runs 
in the first innings, and 5 for 74 in the 
second. His analyses were:— 

First. Innings—l17 overs, no maidens, 70 
runs, 6 wickets. 

Second Innings—13.6 overs, no maidens, 
74 runs, 5 wickets. 

It will be thus seen that he did not bow! 
a single maiden, although he took 11 wickets 
during the match for 144 runs, In the first 
innings he took. 3 for 14; then 5 for 35, but 
his sixth wicket cost him 35 runs-—due to 
some fierce hitting by Putman. 


MITCHELL’S TEST CLAIMS. 


As Mitchell took 12 wickets for 103 in 
the match against the Southern Districts of 
New South Wales he has taken 23 wickets 
in two matches at an average of just over 
ten runs each. He bowled really well— 
there was no fluke about the wickets he 
took—and although most of his victims were 
second-raters his vicious leg-spinners may get 
him a place in the team for the sec md Test 
at Melbourne. It seems certain that a spin 
bowler will be chosen, and Mitchell has now 
proved that he has strong claims for in- 
clusion. 

His figures in this match were much better 
than those of Brown, who, though failing to 
take a wicket in the first innings, took three 
in the second for 28 runs 

The policy adopted concerning Maurice Tate 
has given rise to some criticism. He was 
only given four overs on Saturday, and to- 
day he was taken off for Bowes just when 
he looked like getting wickets. Wryatt, who 
was captaining the team in the absence of 
Jardine, evidently preferred the bouncing 
deliveries of Bowes, which were neither fierce 
nor effective. 

The feature of the Tasmanian first innings 
was a really plucky effort of 56 not out by 
Putman, Tasmania’s best all-rounder, who 
last season scored several centuries succes- 
sively, He showed an especial liking for 
Mitchell's spinners, and when he had reached 
50 in 76 minutes, 4 of them had heen hit 
off the Derbyshire man’s bowling. Putman 
took 1 hour 21 minutes to make his 56 runs, 
which included seven boundaries. In the 
second innings, however,’ Mitchell had his 
revenge, bowling him for 5. 

In this second innings Badcock, the hero 
of the previous day, played sound defensive 
cricket, and carried his bat for a sterling 43, 
which took 2 hours 31 minutes to make. He

PEOPLE’S WELFARE, 


He did not come before them in order to 
make capital in favour of either of the big 
political parties; he did not mind what their 
political sympathies were; all he wanted was 
that they should take a dispassionate view 
of the facts as presented at the moment. The 
welfare of the people, their livelihood, and 
employment were involved, and stood far 
above the interests of any political leadership. 
Whether profitable, or unprofitable, the fact 
remained that England was the best market 
for the Irish farmers.

Boy criminals, he 
found, were almost all under-developed 
physically. He declares that the habitual 
criminal is rarely the father of children with 
criminal tendencies.

WORLD’S FIRST CAST- 
IRON BRIDGE.

little villages of Coalbrookdale and Coal- 
port, stands an old iron bridge, the most 
romantic bridge in the Kingdom. Its frame- 
work, battered by the years, tells the story 
of the onward march of the iron industry. 

Even the rules which govern the bridge 
are iron rules, too, and the King himself 
could not disobey them. If the King went 
to Shropshire sad wanted to cross the bridge 
he would have to pay the toll in common 
with his subjects. 

An ancient notice on the tollhouse, indeed, 
specially mentions that toll must be paid 
not only by humble wayfarers, but by 
‘officers and soldiers whether on duty or 
not, luggage wagons, mail coaches, and the 
Royal Family.”’ 

The bridge gives the name to the place 
where it stands—Iron Bridge—and it is the 
world’s first cast iron bridge. It was made 
by the oldest firm of ironmasters in Great 
Britain, the Coalbrookdale Company, founded 
by Abraham Darby in 1709. They were 
responsible, too, for many other inventions. 

AA also, John Wilkinson, ‘‘ the father 
of the English iron trade,” made and 
launched the first iron barge. Romantic 
industries which have played such a familiar 
part in the texture of England are all round. 
On the other side of the river the famous 
Broseley clay pipes’ have been made for 
centuries, and Broseley tiles and pottery 
have been made for 150 years or more, while 
at Coalport the noted Coalport ehina had 
until recent years been produced since 1800

Scrubs Prison yesterday on Samuel Effinger 
Adair, aged 73, an American and the son 
of a Belfast emigrant, who died in Worm- 
wood Scrubs Frison while serving a sentence 
of three months’ imprisonment in the second 


division. 


Adair, who was recommended for deporta- | 


tion, had been found guilty.of obtaining by 
false pretences, by running up bills at weil- 
known West End hotels. 

lt was stated at the Old Bailey that Adair, 
who figured in the Kiondyke gold ‘‘rush,”’ 
had had a distinguished career. 

Mrs. Joyce Adair, the widow, of The 
Priory, Kew, told the Coroner (Dr. Edwin 
Smith) that Adair was an American citizen, 
and was president of several Brazilian 
companies, which he owned. His health 
was fairly good for his age, but he had 
recently complained of difficulty in. breathing. 
On the day that he went to Wormwood 
Scrubs he was admitted to the prison 
hospital, owing to ill-health, and he died on 
December 135 

Dr. H. T. Young, medical officer of the 
prison, said that he saw the man on admis- 
sion, and came to the conclusion that he was 
suffering from fatty degeneration of the 
heart. He considered that any strain or 


pressure on Adair’s heart, in that condition, 


was liable to cause a collapse. Adair did, 
in fact, collapse, following some pressure on 
the heart, due, probably, to an obstruction. 
His. death was á to fatty degeneration of

ACCIDENT. 


TRIAL AT NORTHERN 
ASSIZES.

A fatal motor car accident between Bally- 
nure and Larne, in July last, was recalled at 
the Northern Winter Assizes at Downpatrick 
yesterday, before, Lord Justice Andrews, 
when Robert Hayes Maxwell, hotel manager, 
Larne, was charged with the mans'aughter 
of Thomas J. McVeigh, Hope street, Larne. 

Mr. J. C. MacDermott and Mr. B. 
Maginess, LL.D. (instructed .by Mr. H. H. 
Mussen, Crown Solicitor) prosecuted, and Mr. 
W. Lowry, K.C., and Mr. B. J. Fox (in- 
structed tá Messrs. C. and -H. Jefferson) 
represented accused. 


THE CROWN CASE. 


In opening the case, Mr. MacDermott said 
that the submission of the Crown was that 
the car while proceeding to Larne had been 
driven by the accused with extreme reck- 
lessness. It zig-zagged along the road and 
struck a car which was going in the direction 
of Ballynure. It then struck the bank on 
the other side of the road, continued and 
struck the bank again. It then ran along 
the bank and on to the road again, and. 
after travelling about forty-two feet. turned 
over on its side. Im all, the car travelled 
one hundred and two feet from the time 
it, first struck the bank. 

Counsel mentioned that McVeigh was a 
passenger in Maxwell's car, and contended 
that it did: not alter \the liability of the 
accused. 


DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE. 


The accused, examined by Mr. Lowry, said 
that he had been driving cars for about nine 
vears, and had never been involved .in any 
previous accident. On the afternoon in ques- 
tion McVeigh asked him to take him to 
Celtic Park, as he had.a tip for a dog in 
the first race. They left Larne at about 6.50 
and arrived at Celtic Park shortly before

McVeigh to give him room to drive. Near 
Craiginorne, McVeigh was arguing about the 
dog he had been given a tip about having 
been beaten. McVeigh was standing up in 
the car. and as the witness rounded a bend 
McVeigh lurched against him. with the result 
that the car swerved. McVeigh, on seeing 
Mr. George’s car, said: ‘‘ There are the lights 
of another car; switch yours on.” McVeigh 
then leaned forward towarda the ewitel 
Witness also put his hand towards the switch. 
McVeigh lurched against him and knocked 
him out of complete control of the car. The 
car went into a very severe skid, and _ after 
that he remembered nothing more. 

The accused was found not guilty of man- 
slaughter, but guilty of having driven in a 
manner dangerous to the public. 

The defendant received a recorded sentence 
of six months; was bound over for two years, 
and debarred from driving a motor car until

The Bishop of Durham (Dr. Hensley 
Henson), speaking at Durham Episcopal Visi- 
tation yesterday, said that he noticed that 
the B.B.C. were making a new departure in 
religious policy. They were no longer con- 
tent with. broadcasting the addresses of 
popular divines, but were aspiring to under- 
take the teaching of theology. 

“ I cannot coriceal that I am not altogether 
happy about it,” he said. “I do not want 
to mechanise religion, and I do not want a 
kind of mass production of theologists. I 
belong to an older generation, whick really 
believes that there was a preciousness in 
individuality. 

‘The post-war generation appears to be 
weary. of itself, and is not happy unless it 
can be bound into a group. I will not deny 
the advantage there is in getting a group of 
people listening to the instruction of distin- 
guished persons who are going to help 
through the B.B.C., but I still think the 
clergy, if they are wise, will not accept any 
delegation of their teaching function, but will 
hold themselves to that higher part of their 
duty, and will endeavour to win the confi-

FRENCH BOY ACQUITTED 
AFTER CONFESSION,

Two schoolboys have been acquitted on a 
charge of murdering the father of one of 
them. 

Young Camille Carlon, aged fifteen, was 
tired of seing his mother and young brothers 
and sisters beaten by his father, a dranken 
Italian workman. One night in July Camille 
reported to the police that his father had 
shot himself. After close questioning, how- 
ever, Camille admitted that he had com- 
mitted the crime himself. 

The police, however, soon acquired the con- 
viction that the actual shot had been fired 
by Camille’s cousin, Firmin Roveyaz, a boy of 
seventeen, who lived with them. But, so 
the prosecution alleges, it was Camille who 
released the safety catch and showed his cousin 
how to fire. In court Camille only contested 
one of the statements made by the prosecu- 
tion. “Mother had no idea of what | was 
going to do,” he insisted. 

Both boys were acquitted, but are to be 
retained in an orphanage until they attain the 
age of twenty.
